Charges They Forced Railroads to Re- 
fuse to Give Him Cars and Elevator Sites, 


Thus Preventing Shipments and Ruining 
His Business, While Cars and Elevators 
Were Plentiful for Rivals.

PONTIAC, IIL, Oct. 20. 


ECAUSE C. L. Aygarn refused to be a ‘‘regular’’ grain 
dealer, he charges that he was crushed by the ‘‘regular’’ 
dealers, composing the Illinois Grain Dealers’ Association, 

with the help of two railroads. He is today penniless. 
It took the regulars five years to down Aygarn, for he had the 


sympathy, and so far as they could give it without too great loss, | 


the support of the farmers of Livingston County, one of the great 
producing counties of the Illinois corn belt. 

Before the Interstate Commerce Commission in Chicago last 
Monday, Aygarn attempted to tell the story of his long fight 
against the ‘‘trust,’’ as he terms the powerful organization, whose 
methods the commission had under investigation. 

The thought of the loss of competence and home, and of the 
wife and the crippled son dependent on him, was too much for him, 


and he burst into tears. 
time. and was later recalled. 


Iie was exeused from testifying at the 


Iie then told briefly of the alleged 


machinations of the ‘‘regular’’ dealers and the railroads by which 


his corn had been kept from reaching the markets and his profits 


‘turned into losses. 

At the small rented house on North 
Main street which is now his only 
home, Aygarn told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the complete story of the “fren- 
zied” methods in grain dealing and rail- 
roading which encompessed his down- 
tall. ‘ 

When John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
pared the evolution of a trust to the 
making of an American Beauty rose, the 
result of the suppression of a hundred 
lesser buds, he had im mind a milder 
type of small dealer than Aygarn. For, 
{f all the “‘buds’’ had made such vig- 
orous resistance to their elimination as 
did this one, there might never have 
been any trusts for the young million- 
aire to make metaphors about. 

Men of the sandy haired type have 
ever been fighters, and Aygarn, at 56, 
has not enough gray hairs to conceal 
the reddish ones which mark his fond- 
ness for strife. There is a hint of the 
schoolmaster, too, in his appearance, 
but his speech and manner are those 
of the business man in loealities not too 
remote from datly contact with the 
farmer. 

Aygarn was a farmer himself, winning 
his first capital fyom the cultivation of 
the most unpromising farm in the 
county, until he went'to keeping store. 
in this he succeeded, and with the profits 
of this commerce engaged in the brick 
musiness. Here he first learned how 
railroads can favor one man or one 
business at the expense of others. It 
became a fight with the railroads, and 
- Aygarn got out of the brick business at 
a (favorable opportunity and went to 


buying grain. 

In thus changing his livelihood, 
only exchanged one fight for another. 
The Illinois Grain Dealers’ Association 
did not in 1901 have its present strength, 
and the distinction between ‘regular 
and. ‘irregular’ dealers had not then 
been drawn. But the local grain buying 
business was fn the hands of one firm, 
had 15 elevators in Livingston

He Regine Fight for Existence. 
It had been “easy money” for this 
firm, which left itself a margin of 5 and 
6 cents profit on every bushel of corp 
handied. This was not so profitable, 
however, for the farmer. When Aygarn 
announced that he would figure on a 
basis of 2 cents a bushel profit to him- 
self, and would pay 2 to 4 cents more 
than the elevator owners, more corn 
came to him than he could handle by 
the “shovel” route, his only method 
without elevators. 
Aygarn opened offices and put up 
scales at five raliroad stations in the 
county. At first he found cars ready 
for his shovelers and his. wagons. 
Farmers took the “long haul” to sell to 
him, and soon he was doing nearly 50 
per cent of ‘the county's big business. 
When Aysarn, by that time making 
reguiar shipments to eight large grain 
arkets, beman to seek elevator sites, 
he found the first indications of colli- 
sion between his rivals and the rail-

| Apparently Aygarn did not appreciate 


on the siding where his shovelers sought 
them, For now, he, began to. find cars 
lacking, and to suffer from this cause 
losses, one of which would destroy the 
profits of several cars successfully han- 
dled. 

In the spring of 1902 the Illinois Grain 
Dealers’ Association was extending its 
organization, and Aygarn put in an 
avplication for membership. He was ac- 
cepted. 

In Disfavor With “Regulars.” 
the duties imposed by his membership. 
So careless was he of his standing as a 
‘regular’ that he continued to outbid 
the elevator owners and to take busi- 
from them at Pontiac and 
Rowe, where he had opened elevators 
on the Wabash, and at his five scale 
offices. He opened an office in the four- 
story Sterry block, Pontiac’s nearest 
approach to a skyscraper, and his name 
still, appears on the conspicuous win- 
dows facing the public square, 

it was at these offices that the secre- 
tary of the Grain Dealers’ Association 
called on him, he says, to chide 
him for his disregard ot “reg- 
ular’ methods. Ayfarn was not 
tractable, and when the visitor 
made the flat demand that he cease 
loading cars at the stations where he 
had no elevators, the sandy hair fairly 
bristled. 

“I will buy and load grain wherever 
I want to, and sell it to whomever I 
please,’’ was the reply by which Aygarn 
invited the “‘regular’ lightning. 

His withdrawal from the Illinois Grain 
Dealers’ Association a few days later 
Saved the association a grievous discip- 
linary task. The note which the re- 
fractory member sent breathed defi- 
ance, and contained a phrase more fa- 
miliar now than four years ago, ‘“‘un- 
lawful combination in restraint or 
trade.’’ The presence in tha note of 
the harsh word ‘‘corruption” {n describ. 
ing the relations of the “regular” men 
with the railroads also proved an irri. 
tant. 

His Punishment Was Speedy. 

The association did not stop te deny 
or debate Aygarn’s charges. They pro- 
ceeded to give him the ful force of the 
methods to which he had objected. 

Soon after his withdrawal, Aygarn 
sent several cars of grain to New Or- 
leans, to a commission firm with which 
he had been dealing regularly. The 
usual messages had preceded the ship- 
ment. When the first car had arrived, 
Aygarn got notice in a telegram of the 
firm’s refusal to handle more cars. He 
had already started afalf dozen more. 
It was too far away to sue on the 
firm’s agreement, and the dealer lost $25 
to $30 a car. 

This was Aygarn's first taste of the 
boycott in favor of the “regular” dea}. 
ers, as used by the commission firms.

At about this time, two Chicago com- 
mission houses with which Aygarn had 
had large dealings, notified him that 
they could no longer receive his ship- 
ments, Their letters served 
notice of a boycott at the alleged sug- 
gestion of the ‘regular’ dealers. 

The letter from the George H. Phillips 
Co. expressed the matter in this way: 
‘T am very sorry to be compelled to 
ask your shipments to some other house 
as I have had complaints from different 
parties, and the Grain Dealers’ Asso- 
cjation, at their meeting in Peoria, 
also took measures. I do not care to 
get into a wrangle with them or se- 
cure the enmity of the regular grain 
dealers in your territory. I appreciate 
your past business, but you can see 

the position I am placed in.” f

Firms in Louisville and Baltimore thus 
made themselves defendants in law- 
suits which were adjudged in Aygarn’s 
favor, but the judgments never repaid 
the fighting Pontiac man for his losses 
in the cases. 

The Wabash Railroad, according to 
Avgarn, proved as stanch an ally of the 
“regular’’ men as the Illinois Central. 
Aygarn's elévator at Rowe, on the 
Wabash, remained full of corn, bins on 
the right-of-way were pressed into ser- 
vice and farmers’ wagons loaded with 
corn stood along the siding waiting for 
cars, While the “regular” elevators had 
all the cars they could use. Aygarn was 
obliged to ask his customers to haul 














their grain six miles ,further to. his 
Pontiac elevator, where the. Chicago & 
Alton furnished him cars promptly. 

Cars sidetracked at Rowe, for which 
the regulars had no use, were hauled 
away empty, Aygarn charges, rather 
than to permit him to unload his over- 
flowing elevator,ystock into them. 

At Lodemia, also on the Wabash. he 
was kept waiting two months for cars 
in which to load 4000 bushels of corn he 
had bought. The local agent said cars 
were “‘shy,”’ the general freight agent 
said they would be provided when they 
became ‘‘more plenty,’’ and the out- 
come was that Aygarn had to turn back 
his corn on his customer, who sold it to 
a “‘regular’’ dealer at the nearest ele- 
vator on the Wabash. Cars were at 
once provided for the “regular” buyer. 

In new markets which Aygarn sought 
to enter, he says he found that the boy- 
cott of the regulars had been there be- 
fore him. A canvass of Chicago houses 
by his enemies resulted in the practica] 
closing of that great market to his ship- 
ments. 

But Aygarn was not yet beaten. He 


for three vears after the boycott against 
him had shut him out of a profit which, 
at a cent and a half a bushel, he esti- 
mates would have been $30,000. 

Though, he asserts, the Wabash and 
the Illinois Central were against him, 
he found the Alton ready to supply him 
with .cars, and two large, St. Louis 
houses * accepted his shipments. The

As developed by Speaker Cannon, Senator Bev- 
eridge and other strikers of “keynotes,” including 
the President himself, the Republican campaign is 
thowing that it lacks staying power. ‘The “stand- 
pat” policy excites no enthusiasm and the plea that 
the country is too prosperous to risk change of po-

Instead, one set of leaders have 
prgjonged the process of backing away frém public 
ownership of railroads, which had no proper place as 
a campaign issue. With another set, there has been 
a sudden and violent inclimation to push local dis- 
turbances in front of everything else, as “the race 
issue at a crisis.” Perhaps the bungling on both 
sides is: not unprecedented, but it is remarkable 
enough to indicate the extent to which leaders on 
both sides are willing to take the risk of discrediting 
public intelligence, 

Wednesday's dispatches from Jackson, Tenn., an- 
nounced that the grand jury had returned to the 
United States District Court, in session there, an 
indictment “five inches thick, containing half a mil- 
lion words and weighing 18 pounds 8 ounces.” It 
consisted of 1524 counts and statistical experts fig- 
ured out that maximum fines on all of them would 
amount to $30,480,000. It was directed against the 
Standard Oil Ce., and the statistics of its weight 
and thickness illustrate “vigorous pushing” in the in- 

rests of more exact justice in the closing weeks 
of a national campaign. The Standard Oil Co. is now 
the only trust left in the direct line of fire in what 
politically is an emergent situation.

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ROOSEVELT AND GRANT, 

Senator Burton of Kansas is being treated with 
the hanors of a prisoner of state. The last resources 
of legal delay have been exhausted and he must 
finally go to Jail as if he were a common convict, 
but he has all the official respect shown him that 
belongs to official dignity, even when it has been 
forfeited. He is allowed to take his own time, after 
all legal delays are over, in getting ready to make 
the best that can be made of submitting to the sen- 
gpnce of the law he violated. 

If this is not lawful, it is probably inevitable, and 
it does not obscure the fact that the entire pro- 
ceeding, from the beginning until the end of the sen- 
tence Burton must serve, means a long step for- 
ward in the political morals of the United States. 

Under the presidency of Roosevelt, as under that 
of Grant, a great impulse of political reform went 
out into the country from St. Louis. But under 
Grant, the whole power of the Federal administra- 
tion was used to defeat its ends and protect every 
guilty Republican, regardless of his guilt. Under 
Roosevelt the President himself used his influence 
that no guilty man should be allowed to shield him- 
self behind a party name. 

Nothing in national politics is more noteworthy 
than this actual punishment of a Republican United 
States Senator as the result of the stand made for 
law by a Republican President. 

If the case is comparatively isolated; if it is still 
too much to expect consistency in the application of 
such a principle, the fact that it has been applied 
at all in such a case as this is a great triumph 
for good government—the greatest of the Roosevelt 
administration, |

PEOPLE’S WELFARE HIGHEST LAW. 

The College Settlements Association of New York 
issties a circular giving some unpleasant facis about 
overtime in factories during the weeks before the 
Christmas holidays. Young women and girls are 
kept at work under the hardest conditions 13 and 14 
hours a day making articles for Christmas trade. 

The question has been before the courts of mans 
states, but the legislation and decisions on the fac- 
tory acts are not yet reduced to agreement and 
harmony, The law is not by any means settled, 

In New Zealand they seem fo have fou&d a solu- 
tion which is effective whether the legislative means 
employed are right and good policy or not. 

The girls in a match factory came before the 
Arbitration Court, which has power to decide ques- 
tions of labor—hours, wages, etc., and to compel 
both sides to accept its judgment—and petitioned 
for an increase of wages. The proprietor said he 
could not meet the demand and continue the busi-

impossible for these girls to live decently and 


healthfully on the wages that you are now paying.

The souls 
and bodies of the young women of New Zealand are 
of more importance than your profits, and if you 
can’t pay living wages it will be better for the com- 
munity for you to close your factory.” The man 
grumbled, but continued business and prospered. 

In this brief opinion the Judge expressed the 
underlying principle of all New Zealand’s progressive 
legislation—“the welfare of the worker is of more 
importance than the profits of the employer.” 

As a principle nobody can deny that without ‘a 
working population sound and healthy in mind and 
body, no nation ean survive. A class which thrives 
on the degradation of the mass cannot be justified 
before the court of civilization. But it will probably

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THE AVERAGE MAN. 

An editorial from a medical] journal in Philadelphia 
is now circulating through the country to dash the 
hopes of those who may have begun to expect that 
“the race” can be improved as Burbank improves 
potatoes and roses. 

The medical expert points out that this is impos- 
sible, because what experts call “stirpiculture,” or 
improvement of the stock, depends on selecting only 
one of two best seedlings out of thousands, some 
above and some below the average. These “good, 
bad and indifferent” plants are all thrown -away 
and only the few very best cultivated. 

This is the “stirpiculture”’ which improves pota- 
toes and orchids. The medical expert shows con- 
vincingly that to get rid of the good, bad and 
indifferent in order to develop the best of the hu- 
man race would leave the world with no visible pop- 
ulation, even if it could be done. 

This conclusion beconfes still more interesting as 
it is interpreted by the Oetober number cf the high- 
est American authority on “stirpiculture,” the New 
Emgland Historical and Genealogical Register. It 
records the death and gives the biography of the 
late Stephen Salisbury ef Worcester, Mass. Through 
the history of the State from Colonial times, his 
family had shown the highest results of voluntary 
“stirpiculture” in superior education, public spirit 
and other good qualities. But as its. members rose 
higher and higher by selection above the averages of 
the miscellaneously good, bad and indifferent people 
around them, they decreased in numbers, until Ste- 
phen Salisbury, eminent ir the virtues and the use- 
fulness Of his distinguished ancestors, deliberately 
died a bachelor, the last of his race. 

So much for stirpiculture, practiced under its best 
conditions. It is a commonplace saying that the 
greatest and best men leave no descendants. Wheth- 
er it is true or not, the world ‘improves when the 
average man is improved, for it is the average man 
who goes on surviving and multiplying, taking the 
best and the worst as part of the lifetime he does not 
expect to close by having his biography written.

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THE STEAM PLOW IN KANSAS... 
The steam plow has become a familiar object in 
Weste Kansas. 





All through the Western portions of the wheat. belt 
big traction engines, with wheel tires nearly a yard 
wide, are at work pulling the gang plows and turn- 
ing- up the soil at the rate of 30 acres a day, with 
two men working each outfit. These two men, 
working in the old way, could plow only about six 
acres a day, so that the steam plow has increased 
the efficiency of labor fivefold in this one character 
of farm work. 

These outfits cost about $1900, but the expense of 
plowing averages only about 40 cents an acre, as 
compared with an expense of 75 cents to $1.50 an 
acre where the work is done by a man with a 
team. Therefore a farmer who owns 1000 acres of 
wheat land can save enough in a few years to pay 
for a steam plow.

PAPER FROM COTTON STALKS.

most interesting inventions of the new century. For 
many years, expert inventors have been busily en- 
gaged experimenting with cotton stalk, and recent de- 
velopments give assurance that their labors are to 
be rewarded with signal success. Paper manufac- 
from the cotton stalk is of the strongest 
and softest finish.

A STEP FORWARD IN PLUMBING. 

Lead wool has been introduced as a substitute for 
melted lead in plumbing. The lead is shredded by 
special machinery into threads not much larger than 
ordinary sewing cotton. Instead of “wiping” .a joint 
in the familiar and time-taking way, the plumber 
simply caulks it with th& lead threads, driving them 
in place with a blunt, V-shaped tool. ‘Fhe strands 
of lead are packed as they are put in, and soildify, 
filing all the crevices and making a perfect joint. 
It is declared that when the ordinary ‘“‘wiped’’ joint 
of melted lead is made, the meta] contracts in cool- 
ing, leaving an air space next to the pipe. 


ACETYLENE AS AN EXPLOSIVE. 

The experiments made by Marcel Guedras of Paris, 
shows that acetylene can be used as an explosive in 
place of dynamite for mines or in case of war. 

The explosion takes place in an air chamber by 
means of an electric tuse.

Hitherto the novelists who have dealt 
realistically with American life have confined them- 
selves to the rougher parts where society is still in 
the making—the cowboys and miners of the West— 
or they have plunged into impressionist pictures of 
the slums. What we call vaguely civilization has 
been treated, as a rule, according to European con- 
ventions. We have had the delicate genre work of 
Miss Wilkins and that hyper-refined analysis of Mr. 
Howells and Mr. Henry James. ? 

But no one of these authors can be said to have 
given us pictures of what is characteristically and 
peculiarly an American product. A society based in 
the main upon wealth, where the dollar is the ruling 
standard of measurement, must have phases to which 
it would be difficult to find a literary parallel. The 
problems will be the same, but the details, the ac- 
cent, the atmosphere will be new, and will demand 
specific qualities for their representation. Whatever 
such books may lack, they will have the freshness 
which comes from a novel subject-matter.

Europe! A figure strange, fantastic and om-— 
inous—the King who is capitalist, le roi @af- 
faires; the man who unites in himself the political 

and social prestige of a reigning monarch with the 
vast material power of a multimillionaire, says Rob- 
ert E. Park, in Everybody's. a 

Assume, by way of illustration, that John D. Rock- 

efeller had, by an act of Providence or a freak of 
fortune, in his young manhood been made perpetu- 
al President of the United States, and that he had re- 
tained as perpetual President all that thrift and 
cautious daring which enabled him to create the 
Standard Oj! Co. 

Suppose that he had then chosen to use his posti- 
tion as perpetual President to further his private 
interests as a money getter. Consider the advantages 
of his position, at home and abroad, from the point 
of view of high finance; he would be able to control 
legislation at home, in the interest of his own pri- 


all the machinery of the foreign diplomatic serv- 
ice to aid him in his intrigues abroad. 

No doubt he would find himself hampered in his 
operations by constitutional formulas, the nagging 
criticlsm of legislators, and the inquisition of the 
press. But the art of controlling public opinion has, 
in recent years, reached a high state of perfection. 
Through the elaborate machinery of the modern press 
bureau a man of this President's wealth could reach 
and influence the entire world. 

Suppose, now, that with all this vast power at his 
command, he had got the colonies of the United 
States—Porto Rico, the Philippines and the rest, in- 
cluding Santo Domingo and Cuba—absolutely under 
his control, so that he could treat them as his personal 
possession and the inhabitants as something

It was the mother-gr-®f. you know, and though the mother 
Was only a roly-poly, squat, mute pit Of a red-skinned daughter of Eve, she 
Stood for the maternal passion of th® feminine soul, she was the female 
robbed of her young—and the way her bereavement pumped water from the 
eyes of her white sisters out in front Was a sight to see. 

Honestly, looking back on the play that ran all last season in New York, 
I can’t help but believe that its hit mus: be credited more to Nat-U-Ritch, as 
whom we have just seen Miss Rosabe: Morrison, than to Jim Carston, other- 
wise Capt. James Wynnegate, afterward the Earl of Kerhill. in which Wil- 
liam Faversham is starred in “The Sqiaw Man.’’ Faversham is a good 
enough young English officer in the fi st act, and better than I thought he'd 
be as a Wyoming ranchman in the three succeeding acts—bu:, bless you, he 
has no special opportunity to so distinguish himself as to account for the 
play’s success. No—as certain as the sun rises and sets, the vital little main- 
spring that makes “The Squaw Man” g0 is Nat-U-Ritch. She’s a heartbreak 
made animate in blanket and moccasins, her unspoken but poignantly re- 
vealed love for her half-breed son fills an otherwise conventional Western 
melodrama with the keenest pathos—a 1d if she was taken out of the dramatis 
personae of “The Squaw Man” there wouldn't be enough material left to have 
kept the play in New York beyond its first week. 

IGNORING THE PLAY’S BEST ROLE. 

Gurious, isn’t it, that with Faversham’s name in big letters, and Julie Opp, 
his beautiful wife, second in importance, and W. S. Hart being boomed as an 
early star because of his ‘‘tbad man” role of Cash Hawkins, and all sorts of ful- 
fome advance notices about the aboriginal dignity of the Chief Tabywana of 
Theodore Robert, and the gruff naturalness of Big Bill as played by Harold 
Russell, it’s the almost ignored Nat-U-Ritch, nevertheless, who holds up the 
entire structure of this Edwin Milton Royle success? Perplexing as_ the 
truth is, however, it’s so plain that no one who sees ‘“‘The Squaw Man” can 
deny it—and if I had anything to do with the management of the production 
I'd start in and boom this “Indian mOther’ creation of Rosabel Morrison’s 
until the figure of Nat-U-Ritch took its proper place in theatrical heraldry as 
far and away the biggest thinginthe play, It isn't often that a sincere, new, 
heart-tugging character like this is bornon the modern stage, remember. 

Next to the emergence of Nat-U-Ritch into the reluctant spotlight this past 
week was the stage-mechanics hit made by ‘'Bedford’s Hope’ at the Grand, To 
my thinking, the race between an autOmobile and an express train in the third 
act of that play is the. best bit of realism the stage has seen for many a 
long year, and I’m not surprised that the devices by which it is attained are 
covered by patents almost as numerous as those that figured in the famous 
telephone lawsuits of years ago. Th@y assuredly supply the illusion of a 
60-mile-an-hour race without a flaw in its verisimilitude, and, therefore, they’re 
worth a mint of money in the melodramatic field.

cited along with the rest. 

The interesting experiment made DY Ethel Fuller at the Garrick must be 
set down as a melancholy failure. ESsnying a trying Sudermann role in “‘The 
Fires of St. John,” she lacked the StUptiety of temperament, the repression 
of method, necessary to score an artist, hit. Miss Fuller can play tempestu- 
ous Sardou melodrama atter the faShioyn of the late Fanny Davenport, but 
she can’t make her title clear to tha: higher artistry demanded by Suder- 
mann. Besides, she was further handiCapned by a scrambled-up company 


which, with one or two exc em made ducks and drakes of the Sudermann 
cast, so that, altogether, “The Firps Of st. John” shed a sort of baleful light 
on the Fuller hopes. The audiences 2¢ the Garrick were small, and enthusiasm 
was at a low ebb. 3

Second Case of Kind Within 
One Week.

The capital necessary to swing the busi- 
ness in all likelihood is very close to the 
$500,000,000 suggested as the capital of 
the new company, for aside from the 
nominal capital of the Armour and Swift 
concerns, both companies are very heavy 
borrowers of money at all times in the 
open market.

A national mérger of all packing 
concerns has been a logical economical 
possibility and even probability for sev- 
eral years... In 1902 the United. States 
Packing Co. was all but organized 
with a prospective capital of $500,000,000 
for just such a purpose as that out- 
lined now. 

At that time careful negotiations were 
conducted for a considerable period for 
the purpose of getting into line all the 
minor concerns outside the “Big Six.’’ 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. were to have 
financed the project, and would have 
done so had not a tight money period 
of 1902 and 19038 caused such. stoek mar 
ket disturbances that the negotiations 
were abandoned.

Disappointed Russian Police

NEW YORK. Oct. 2.—A letter, re- 
ceived by a prominent civil engineer in 
this city from a friend who is con- 
nected with a large copper company at 
Ratum, Russia, throws an amusing side- 
light on conditions as they exist in Rus- 
sia today.

The Baking Powder Fight. 

Shortly before the 1908 session of the 
Assembly opened the then Lieutenant- 
Governor and President of the Senate, 
John A. Lee, agreed to lend his influence 
towards the repeal of the law prohibit- 
ing the use of alum in the manufacture 
of baking powder. The law. as it ap- 
peared on the statute books proved a 
bonanza for the $20,000,000 Baking Pow- 
der Trust. The independent manufact- 
urers rebelled and it was to them Le6, 
who had formerly lined up on the side 
of the Trust, had confessed the error 


of his way. 

“Can we rely on the Senate?” asked 
the baking powder men. 

Lee answered that there were certain 
Senators whom they could rely upon. 

“T have divided the Senate of Mis- 
souri,;” said Gov. Lee, “into three 
classes. One is absolutely honest and 
above approach. These I designate 
as sheep. The second class is com- 
posed of men who usually do the 
lobby’s bidding. They are the goats. 
The third class are Senators, concern- 
ing whose sincerity and uprightness 
there is some doubt and must put 
them in the doubtful column. 


Where He Put Sartorius. 


Gov. Lee’s category included the 
name of Senator Sartorius, who was 
classed as a “goat,” 

Senator Sartorius, with W. ae 
Schoenlaub, Democratic nominee in 
the North St. Louis District, were 
statesmen of twin ability and twin 
inclinations. They were together in 
the 1903 session. It was a matter of 
general comment that they voted as 
the lobby wished them to vote. 

Sartorius never mustered courage 

for a speech until near the close of 
his term. With the advantage of two 
years’ study and  ebservation he 
awaited a favorable opportunity. It 
came in March, 1905. The Senate had 
taken up for final consideration the 
bill to repeal the Breeders’ law, - which 
permitted gambling on the_ race 
tracks.

Man Who Posed as Art Lover 
Parted With It for $12.50 
After Much Talk. 


The police are looking for a rather 
shabbily dressed man who can talk 
about art and pictures with the intel- 
ligence of a man who has either 
traveled or read much. This man 
walked away with two valuable 
paintings from the galleries of the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts, and i8 
supposed to have “lifted” another 
Valuable picture from the galleries 
of the Art Palace on the World's Fair 
grounds. 

One of the pictures from the Fine 
Arts School was recovered yesterday 
morning, and with the recovery was 
picked up a clew to the appearance 
of the thief. The painting was 
found in the book shop of W. W. Nes- 
bit at 12 South Broadway. 

Nesbit says that Saturday morning 
a week ago the man who could talk 
so well came into his shop with a 
little canvas of excellent taste and 
style. It showed a man in the cos- 
tume of the Seventeenth century 
with some armor in the background. 
Nesbit, who has a fad of collecting 
pictures & well us_ books, examined 
the painting while the man talked. 

Nesbit says the man talked inter- 
estingly about the picture and other 
pictures, and art in general in a way 
that showed he was familiar with 
what he was talking about. He ex- 

lained that though he had paid 300 
rancs in Paris for the picture, he 
was willing to sell it for $35 because 
he was “hard up.” Nesbit gave him 
$12.50 after he had quite a long chat 
with the man. 

Loss Discovered Wednesday. 

It was not until Wednesday that the 
loss of the two pictures was discovered 
at the Art school. The police were 
notified two days later, and as soon as 
the affair was published Nesbit knew 
that he had purchased one of the stolen 
pictures. 

He immediately turned it over. for 
the purchase price to Edmund Wuerpel, 
principal of the school. Mr. Wuerpel 
says that he knows of no one who 
answers the description of the thief. 
Nesbit says the man was of good 
height, 150 pounds in weight, and of 
fair complexion and hair.

Mins Elizabeth Magie, a young woman with “a $10,000 education 
and a $10-a-week job,” is a self-confessed social anarchist, whose re-. 
bellion against the prevailing industrial “system” and the limitations 
it imposes upon its dependents took the form of a published statement 
in which she advertised herself for sale to the highest bidder. Miss Ma- 
gie intended, she says, to “shock the American people into understand- 
ing.” Instead, she shocked them into misunderstanding. As a matter 
of fact, Miss Magtie’s talents only are for sale. Shé has a message for 
the American people, which she will deliver through the Post-Dis- 
patch in the course of 12 articles on “Girl Slaves of a Great Citv.” Asa 
former slave of the “system” Which she holds responsible for many 


evils, she writes as one who knows. : 


ARTICLE I. 


“| HAVE SOMETHING TO SAY TO YOU.” 


EN days ago, if any one had said to me: “In ten days you will have the 
4% Post-Dispatch after you,” I should have looked at him, turned sadly away 

and tapped my forehead. But somehow, that very' thing has happened. 
When the Post-Dispatch man made his proposal, I ‘was $2 filustrated I didn't 
know what to do. What could I do but blush and say, ‘‘@h, this is so sudden!” 
I had many other proposals—cash, jewels, titles and lingerie; but the proposal 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch has pleased me best of all, for it gives me the 
largest opportunity for usefulness. 

And now, dear old Post-Dispatch and your readers, 
ceeded in attracting your attention, ‘I have something to say to you.” And 
that remirds me of a little incident I saw in a comedy sme years ago. I be- 
lieve the s ene was a “‘green room.’ There were a lot of people ther?, all jabber- 
ing togeth r in a jolly, nonsensical way, about nothing ig particular. Then in 
comes a fe low with a long sword by his side and begins to talk to them, They 
pay no attention. ‘‘Listen,’”’ he says, “I want to tell you tomething.”’ Still they 
pay no heed. He tries further, but in vain... Finally, he gets down on his knees, 
takes his sword and slams the floor on all sides, making a most dreadful racket, 
They look at him them. They notice hsn. They view hith with alarm. By and 
by, exhausted and out of breath, he stops slamming; , looks up, sees them 
gathered about him, and then says: ‘‘Have I at last succeeded in attracting 
your attention?’’ : 

And now that I have at last suceeeded in attracting ypur attention, “I have 
something to say to you.”’ 

In the first place, I want to make a brief explanation. of how this whole 
thing happened. It was done without Premeditation and Without ‘‘malice afore- 
thought,”’ I assure you. It was an accident, and “accidents will happen, even 
in the best regulated families.”’ ’ 

FATE KEPT PILING IT ON. , 

I have had pretty tough luck for the last two years, fand things seemed to 
be getting no better fast. Fate seemed to be piling it on, and the moré she 
piled it on the more desperate I got. : 

I never once lost my faith in God—in the divine wisdom of things—but I 
had,my own private opinion about Fate. She might havé been a little kinder, 
I thought, and let me do the things I felt God intended I should do. I said to a 
friend not long ago, ‘Fate will get tired fooling with me,.by and by, and will 
turn ardund and help me.’ But she didn’t seem to be makifig up her mind to do 
it very soon. Qh the contrary, gbe seemed to be trying me to the limit. 

All the time I kept getting more desperate. I was hungry’ my clothes were 
wearing out; I looked like a tramp and felt more like a slave than any darky 
that ever lived. I had been trying with all the time anil money at my com- 
mand, and by all the legitimate and conventional méthéds known to me, to 
better my condition, but without avail. A week ago last Sunday the last straw 
came. In bitterness of spirit, I cried out: “Slaves, slaves: we're all slaves; nat 
chattel slaves, as in the good old days, but slaves, nevertheless—slaves to the 
masters of privilege.”’

“Wouldn't it be funny now’—(I grow sarcastic)—‘'to be put.up on t 
and auctioned off, as slaves used to be: ‘For sale to the highest bidder. youne 


woman, American Slave.’ And then follewed the ‘document,’ all written within 
two ‘hours at the outside—a desperate, sarcastic outbreak, a jumble of humor, 
philosophy and‘protest.. I copied it on the typewriter; read it over again, and it 
began to look pretty good. 

“Wouldn't it be a good joké,’’ I thought, ‘“‘to have it printed—of course over 
a fictitious name—just to see what would happen.”’ So I submitted {t to the ad- 
vertising mangers of several Chicago newspapers, asking for an estimate. * ex- 
pected rate cards in reply—if I got my notice at all; but you see what happened. 
I was paralyzed when I saw the papers next day. I

truth is beginning to soak in, and I am getting some fine'letters of commenda- 
tion and appreciation from people who have read between the lines and have 
seen my real depth of purpose. And I DVelieve in time the truth will penetrate 
even the thickest skulls, and even the basest minds will be compelled to think 
some thoughts. People who are not in the habit of thinking cannot be coaxed 
into it. I've shocked them. And whet they get over the first effects of the 
shock, they'll sit up and take notice. ‘ 
THE INJUSTICE OF THE SYSTEM. . 
All my life I have felt the injustice of the system and have wanted to do 
something to help. But whenever I have broached the subject of my plans 
I have been called odd, eccentric—aye, even a crank. |I have sought expres- 
sion and have been taught suppression. I have been counseled to conform. 1 
simply can't. There's no use trying. People who conform’ never do anything 
else.''\I want to do something worth while—something for the people—the com- 
mon people. I have confidence in them. Right down at heart they’re not-the 
fools ‘they're cracked up to be; but, I am sorry ‘to say, there’s a mighty lot 
of moral cowards among them. 
At the same time, the greatest forces that make for human progress, 
spring, not from the brains of plutocracy, but from the. minds and hearts of 
the common people. Whatever principles are enunciated:and advocated by so- 
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clal reformers and political leaders are but the reflection of the mental atti- 
tude of the common people. They are the physchological leaders of the world. 
A nation is never greater than its average citizen. A stream never rises high- 
er than its source. 

I have been called a reformer. I amnot a reformer. There have been re- 
formers for a long time; a good many of them—every one with a pattern of 
his own. They're a mighty fine bunch-—-these refprmers—dear, good souls—and 
they've done a lot for the world; yet why is it that.the “reformer” has come 
to be almost in disrepute? It’s because the people don’t want to be reformed. 
They want to be developed, I don’t want to make people over after my pat- 
tern. But I do want to give them every chance in the world to make them- 
selves after their own pattern. They can't do it, now, under the system. 
They're in slavery. I want them to seetheir slavery, figure out the cause of it, 
and fight for freedom. 

Among my letters are many from dea’, Motherly and fatherly old-fashioned 
people, who want me to “Come to Jesus.’ 82nd who advise the practice of selt 
control and contentment. What do they mean by self control? By contentment, 
I suppose they mean contentment with cenditions. The curse of the world is 

contentment. Contentment means stagnation. But there—let’s don’t quarrel. Its 
all a matter of temperament and environment. If I‘had been born and raised in 
luxury maybe I wouldn’t have kicked much about poverty. If I had been born 
‘and reared in poverty and had the brain cells of a clam, I should probabaly have 
been content with my lot and have preached contentment to others. But I’m not 
a clam—thank God! It’s pretty tough, being a slave, but I'd rather be a slave 
and know it, than to be a clam, even in a diamond-studded shell, and not know 


my slavery. 
: “HONOR A BIGGER WORD THAN GOLD.” 

What do I mean by calling myself a slave? We're all slaves—and will remain 
SO as long as we give into the hands ot a few men the power to control ou? 
lives and the lives of others. What's the difference between chattel slavery and 
industrial slavery? The principal difference is that we're free to choose Ou 
taskmasters, that’s all. I wanted a change of masters, so I advertised mysei¥ 
for sale. Although I didn’t intend to do it over my own name, yet when it was 
done, I was ready to s:and by it. I teared—I knew—tha multitude wouldn't 
understand, but I trusted to the few. 1 was confident.that I could get at leas? 
& few honorable bids. It would indeed be a sorry compliment to American 
manhood and womanhood if a “‘young woman American slave of my qualifica- 
tions, who offers herself for sale to the highest bidder,” could secure no higher 
bid than a diamond ring and a silk petticoat. Honor is a bigger word than 
gold, and the man or woman who offers freedom to the slave bids higher than 
one who offers all the jewels in the worid. 

But, be people fools or philosophers, plutocrats or wage-slaves, there's 
something good in everybody. And it’s the good that’s in them, be it ever 
so little, that makes it worth while trying to overcome the bad and give 
the good a chance to develop. We're all in the world together. Let’s not 
quarrel about which is the best road to,heaven; but lét’s help each other 
wet there somehow. At the best wo may have a of a time getting 
there. So let’s not get in each other’s way, at any rate. We may not 
,agree with each other in everything; we may have very wide and varied 
oninions, but everybody has some claim to a hearing. While I may be the 
outspoken advocate of the under dog in the fight, yet I don’t lose sight 
Of.the fact that the upper dog may have some rights. 

For centuries women have borne the heaviest burdens of unjust sys- 
tems; their chains have been the most galling; their slavery the most de- 
Srading. Therefore, while I do not fail to realize how bitter must be the 
posftion of an inteljigent, self-respecting man who finds himself a victim 
of the system, yet I wish first to deal with the subject with particular re- 
&ard to women. 

The question has been asked: Can a girl maintain her respectability 
on $10 a week? She can. She can do it on $5. And I proved it. Several 
years ago I was getting $100 a month in one of the departments at Wash- 
ington. I had what most stenographers would call a “cinch’’—short hours, 
good pay and easy work. But I looked around my fellow clerks and ob- 
Served that after a few vears of such easy service and sure pay, ossifica- 
tion sets in. I didn’t want to run any chances. I would rather get out and 


hustle. 
SOME STATISTICS OF SLAVERY. 

I got out and hustled. I took a position in a lawyer's office for $ a week. 
I got a hall bedroom, near the office, for which I paid $1.2 a week. I gagged 
down 10 and 15-cent meals, did some of my own washing, and had about 2% 
cents a week left for theaters, bon-bons, books, dramatic lessons and lin- 
gerie; and was so respectable that I didn’t even smile lest some monster rob 
me of my virtue. But, then, the combination of an artistic temperament, and 
$5 @ week isn’t very apt to give one the giggles. Oh, yes, a girl CAN live on 
$ a week. But in this connection, I am reminded of an inscription I saw on 
a beer mug not long ago: “A camel can go nine days without drinking, but 
who in —— wants to be a camel?’”’ 

But my case wasn't a fair test after all, for during those few weeks that I 
lived on a week, just to prove that it could be done, I had a little money 
in the bank, and I had some pretty good clothes left over, and that little wad 
in the bank made all the difference in the world. While it was there, although 
I didn’t touch it, I did not feel the actual fear of want. 

Besides, I knew I could easily command a better salary than $, but I 
was laying plans for the opening of a typewriting office on my own hook, 
which developed later. 

i) the friend of the oppressed—man, woman or child—but my deepest 
sympathies are with those who have souls to feel and minds to preceive the 
injustice of the system, and who long for freedom and _  oportunity—not 
freedom from labor; not oportunity to live at the expense of another’s labor~ 
but freedom and opportunity to make the best of themselves. 

I have hardly had time to catch my breath since my ‘document’ appeared 
one week ago today—liet alone ti’ne to outline any definite plans. I have been 
so busy entertaining  ‘‘affinities’’ and considering ‘‘bids’’ I have'nt had time 


to buy lingerie. 
WHAT ONE SLAVE ANS TO DO. 

But briefly and hurriedly stated, my plang and purposes in writing this se- 
ries of articles on “Girl Slaves of a Great City’’ are: To talk with some of the 
girls themselves; to learn how and where they live; what they read: what 
amusement they seek; what their environment is; to find out what their ta..- 
ents and aspirations are—in other words. whether or not:the girls are square 
pegs in round holes; to ascertain if the ‘‘slaves’’ have any idea of the degree 
of their slavery; just how much or how little thought they have given to the 
cause of their condition, and to get their own.views, if-they have any, as to 
a way out.’ | 

I expect to find many. who have a longing for silk lingerie. They will have 
my sympdthy,.and you may be sure thathat I shall not hurl! epithets: at them. 
The “anxire’’ for good clothes and agood time is a perfectly natural and 
legitimate one, and is to be commended rather than. condemned: provided, of 
course, that a girl does not care to gain these at the expense of another’s labor 
or the cost of her own soul. | 

Anyway, girls—big and little, old and young, now that’ I have broken jail 
and gained my freedom, I'am going to work for you. And hope some day 
that we shall-all be in a position to buy our own lingerie, and as much of it as 
we want. ‘

“When I was over there people on 
hearing that | was a Hungarian always 
asked me if | was musical. 1 answered 
modestly that I could play the piano a 
little. 

“'Then please play Faust.’ 

“Tt was ‘Faust.’ ‘Faust,’ Faust,’ every- 
where until I was absolutely sick of it. 

“There is the same thing in France. 
The people are not sufficiently individ- 
ualized, Tiey are on the same prairie 
level and ‘egalite’ is realized, not only 
in law, but In the whole machinery and 
apparatus of life. 

“T have actually seen a lynching in 
America; have watched madness grow. 
Someone shouted ‘Lynch him!’ and the 
excitement spread from one man to 
another until it accumulated momentum 
and became irresistible. Everyone was 
swept off his feet. The madness caught 
me, too. I felt it myself. 

“Tl am a great admirer of both the 
French and Americans, but this is the 
true explanation of such outbursts.

British Do Not Understand.

No British Governm>nt, 
however, able and sympathetic, can gov- 
ern Ireland according’to Irish ideas, be- 
cause they do not understand Irish ideas. 


“At the present moment. the Trish 
party’ and people stand face to face with 
a most critical, delicate, difficult, and 
yet a most extraordinary political sit- 
ation.

lawson Purdy, secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, spoke 
before the members of the Commercial] 
Club at the St. Louis Club last night on 
the subject of ‘‘An LElastic Tax Sys- 
tem.”’ 

Mr. Purdy’s speech was listened to 
with attention by a hundred prominent 
business men who had been invited to 
the banquet in honor of the New Yorker 
and to listen to his remarks on the tax 
question. He spoke for half an hour. 

Mr. Purdy is known throughout the 
country to the leaders ‘in the reform tax 


movement. Besides being secretary of 
the New York ‘lax Reform Association, 
he is a member of the Special Tax Com- 
mission appointed by Gov. Higgins, and 
ig chairman of a committee on caxation 
appointed by Mayor McClellan. During 
the last 15 years he has spoken in sev- 
eral states on tax reform. He is knuwn 
as a clear thinker and the possessor of 
a happy ogee! of putting technical 
problems in an interesting way.

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William Scully Whose Irish Tenants Revolted Against Him: Dies 


in London—Responsible 


for Gladstone Land Act 


and Non-Alien Illinois Law.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The death of Wil- 
lam Scully revealed the fact that the 
house in London in which he has lived 
in strict seclusion for many years was 
in bis wife’s name. He was in receipt 
of an annual income of $300,000 a year In 
rents ¢rom his estates in I}inois, and the 





early part of his life was passed amid 
exciting scenes caused by his exactions 
as a landlord. 
His tenantry in Ireland hated him bit- 
terly, and in 1868 their revolt led to the 
so-called Battle of Bally Cohey. Seully 
in person led a party of policemen and 
bailiffs against the house.of a tenant 
and was met by a fusilade of revalver 


the battle was over two of the attacking 
party were dead and Scully himself was 
seriously wounded. The direct result of 
this fierce fight was the introduction by. 
Gladstone in 1870 of the first land act. 

Scully subsequently went. to America 
and in Illinois owned 72,000 acres of land. 
His oppressive attitude toward his ten- 
ants aroused fierce feeling and compelled 
his return to London. Each year his 
American representatives sent him be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000, and this sum 
regularly obtained from the State of Il- 
linois excited strong criticism. 

In 1876 Representative P. Dunne intro- 
duced a bill in the Illinois Legislature 
in. posing a special tax on Scully’s es- 
tates. The measure was defeated at 
that time but 11 years later an act was 
pissed forbidding non-resident aliens of 
Seully’s class from acquiring title to 
land in Illinois. For many years Scully 
had lived in London in complete seclu- 
sion.

Prevention of Tuberculosis 
Work Has Proceeded Well 
the Past Year, 


At a meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Society for 
the Prevention. of: Tuberculosis, of 
which Francis G. Eaton is chairman, 
G R. Blickhahn, secretary; Jordan 
W. Lambert, treasurer; Ashley Cabell 
and Drs. William Porter, “Albert Mer- 
rell, L.. H. Behrens and H.-G. Hicks, 
members, plans were laid Friday 
night for continuing in the fight 
against the spread of consumption in 
St. Louis. The secretary presented a 
brief statement reviewing the work 
accomplished by the society during 
the past 18 months, which proved 
very gratifying to the members of 
the committee. 

“The work is largely educational,” 
the report says. ‘‘More than half a 
million copies of pamphlets in En- 
glish,,German and Yiddish have been 
circulated through the following 
channels of distribution: In the pa- 
rochial schools, by the courtesy and 
with the approval of Archbisnop 
Glennon; among the pupils of the 
public schools, by permission of the 
Board of Education. The _ society’s 
literature has also been sent into the 
homes of. St. Louis, and has been ex- 
tensively distributed in office build- 
ings, factories, through the medium 
of: the various free clinics and _ dis- 
pensaries, in the Police Department 
and among’ the street railway forces. 
This is probably the largest amount 
of literature along these lines dis- 
tributed in any city.” 

Reports from other cities and Eu- 
ropean societies were cited, showing 
that work of this kind in New York, 
Philadelphia and Berlin has been in- 
Strumental in reducing the death! 
rate 47 to 53 per cent in the last de- 
cade. It is also estimated by compari- 
son with other odties that at the pres- 
ent time in thiS city there are ap- 
proximately five thousand cases of 
consumption.

INSURGENTS FIGHT

ATHENS, Oct. 20.—A fight in which 
two persons were killed and a large 
number were wounded occurred at 
Canea before the departure from Crete 
of Prince George of Greece, the ex- 
High Commissioner. 

About 500 of the Cretan insurgents, 
who heard that Prince George was leav- 
ing Crete, marched at night towards 
Suda Bay, and attempted«¢to surround 
the palace, with the object of prevent- 
ing him from leaving the island.

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Owner of ‘‘Sport’’ Irish Setter Valued at $300, Loses Suit Based 
on Charge of a Motorman’s 
Carelessness.

WALLIS of trained dogs in St. Louis will do well to train them to get out 

of the way when a street car comes at them. The man who runs the 
presume that the dog will have sense enough 
The fate of one dog shows that even a very highly 
intellectual dog may not have enough sense to do this, hence the importance of 


including sidestepping in their curriculum. 


Circuit Judge Taylor ruled yesterday 
that no damages can be recovered by the 
owner of a valuable dog which has bean 
run over by a street car, and instructed 
a jury in his court to return a verdict 
for the St. Louis Transit Co. 

The suit was brought by M. A. Klein 
2807 Aeccomac street, who owned 
Sport, described in the petition as an 
Irish setter, ‘‘which sald dog was by 
plaintiff trained in the act of hunting 
and other sports, viz., as a family dog, 
being with great care and skilled train- 
ing brought to a standard of human in- 
telligence, and said dog being reasonably 
worth the sum of $300," the amount 
sued for. 

May 23, 1902, the’erudite Sport was 
turned out to play. It chanced that 
three birds, commonly, if not euphoni- 
ously, called ‘‘stinkers,” came flitting 
by, and Sport, being off duty, yielded to 
the impulse to “point” them, although 
he well knew that a self-respecting Irish 
setter ought to be above peinting a 
stinker. He made the further fatal mis- 
take of pointing them on the street car 
track and was oblivious to the ap- 
proach of a California avenue car, as 
witness further the language of the peti- 


tion: 
This Is Something Grievious. 

“That on the said date of May 23, 1902, 
while the said dog was then and there 
sitting upon the track of the said de- 
fendant company, pointing at certain 
birds being then and there situated on 
said tracks, being the eastern of the 
double tracks of north Accomac street 
and south of Ann street, and that while 
said dog was so seated pointed at said 
eertain birds a car being and belonging 
to the defendant company being then 
and there in charge of and controlled by 
the motorman and conductor then and 
there in the employ of defendant and 
acting within the scope of their 
duty, were running and operating said 
car at an unreasonable and excessive 
rate of speed on the eastern track of 
said double tracks in a northwardly di- 
rection and while said employes were at 
about — o'clock of said day, May 28 
{902, coming toward said dog, they were 
operating said car in such an unlawful 
and unskillful, careless and negligent 
manner as to pay no attention to the 
danger of said dog, but continued to 
and towards where said dog had been 
sitting and was now sitting, and care- 
lessly and negligently run said electric 
car into and over said dog, without 
effort to stop the same, instantly killing 
the same without using that effort to 
avoid said killing of said dog, or with- 
out using that care which said employes 
of defendant should have used to stop 
said car and avoid said killing, all to 
the damage of plaintiff in the sum of 
$300 actual damages.” 

Mr. Klein testified that he bought 
Sport as a pup and had him trained by 
hand to drop to the shot and retrieve 
and do everything that a well-regulated 
setter should do. 

His attorney, J. Carter Carstens, want- 
ed to know if Sport was graceful and 
quick in action, and the Transit attor- 
ney said, sarcastically, that he supposed 
that the next thing would be to bring 
out. the color of Sport’s eyes and eurs. 

Mr. Klein described the accident and 
concluded: ‘‘Now he’s gone to the hap- 
py hunting grounds.”’ 


Sport’s Bad Taste.

The case has been through four 
Justice Courts, the Circuit Court, 
the Supreme Court, the Court of Ap- 
peals and back to the Circuit Court 
on a reversal of a judgment for $200 
obtained on the first trial in the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Judge Taylor’s ruling was in obedi- 
erce to the mandate of the Court of 
Appeals, which held that while a mo- 
torman was supposed to look out for 
human beings and cows, dogs, being 
quicker on their feet, were supposed 
to look out for themselves. 


400 PERSONS KILLED 
IN NEVER-ENDING WAR. 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 20.—Four hundred 
persons—men, women and children— 
were killed in making a last desperate 
Sortie with the lance against the Dutch 
in the Island of Bali, in the Dutch East 
Indies, according to an official dispatch. 
The Dutch troops had four Europeans 
killed and an officer and nine Kurvupeans 
wounded.

ROUTE OVER GLACIERS 


EE 


Building Will Take Four Years 
and Cpst About 
$600,000. 


GENEVA, Oct. 20.—A serious scheme 
to build a railway almost to the sum- 
mit of the Mont Blanc Range has been 
prepared by a Swiss syfhdicate, and has 
received the approval of the French 
Goyernment. The projected railway will 
provide ‘‘the greatest thrill on earth,”’ 
taking passengers to the roof of Europe. 

The syndicate which has obtained the 
concession is at present completing an 
aerial line to the summit of the Wetter 
horn, It now proposes to build a similaf 
line from the Valley of Chamonix to the 
summit of the Aiguille du Midi, a peale 
nearly 12,000 ¢eet high, in the center o®% 
the Mont Blanc Range. 

According to the contract, an ordi- 
nary funicular railway will join the ex- 
isting system at Chamonix. The double 
aerial cables will begin at the first Al- 
Pine Station near the Glacier des Bos- 
sons at a height of over 8000 feet. 


Four Years of Work. 


The cost is estimated at about $800,000, 
and it is believed that the project will 
take four years to carry out. The first 
and easiest half will take only a year, 
and tourists may be able to ascend to 
the Glacier des Bossons at the end o? 
next Summer. 

The line will skirt a score of glaciers, 
dozens of crevasses and unfathomable 
precipices, and will give those who do 
not care for climbing the Alps on foot 
an idea of the dangers and the pleasures 


of mountaineering. 

To ride on this raiiway will give the 
passenger a service of thrHls which no 
other line in the world can afford, it 
is believed, further, that it will be abso- 
lutely safe, for the engineers have ex-~- 
amined and studied every yard of the 
route, and have taken every precaution 
in preparing the estimates. n several 
places it will pass over blue ice crev- 
asses, giving the passenger the sensa- 
tion of riding over blue water. 


Run by Water Power. 


The electricity whice will work the 
line will be generated by the River 
Arve. The coaches will be specially con- 
structed to withstand the great changes 
of cold and heat. 

When the line begins running the re- 
turn ticket to the summit will be $15, 


but it is hoped to reduce this charge 
by stages to $10, and then to This 
will make it much cheaper than ascend- 
ing on foot, which costs about $80, in- 
cluding a guide’ s remuneration. 

The engineers are very hopeful of the 
success of the project, but they recog- 
nize that the nearer the line approaches 
the summit the more difficult will be 
the work of construction owing to the 
difficulties of the glaciers and the deep 
snow and the danger of avalanches. In 
the known tracks of the avalanches tun- 
nels will be constructed to avoid all 
danger, but four-fifths of the line will be 
in ut uhe ee OPen air.

Robinson or Schneid- 
er of St. Louis U. would drop back, ap- 
parently for the purpose of punting. 
The ball would be passed from Cenfer 
Orr and the St. Louis U. men would 
plunge down the field. Suddenly the 
man to whom the ball had been passed 
would throw the leather hard and ac- 
curately, for from fifteen to twenty-five 
yards, sometimés thirty. When the ball 
would leave his hands he would cr¢:

Hard to Throw Ball. 
Did you ever try to throw @ rugby 
football? Well, it’s a difficult proposi- 


tion. Indeed an average man would 
have difficulty in throwing the leather 
more than 15 yards even if given his 
time. Therefore the work of Bradley, 
Robinson and Schneider, who did the

stands out as almost moarvelous. 

A fast pass from Cei..er Orr and the 
red jerseys of the Cape Girardeau play- 
ers would be almost on top of Robin- 
son while he waited for the whole St.

Civil Service Laws Are Strict 
Regarding Making Such 
Solicitation, 





LETTERS SENT TO HOMES 





of Employment Which Is 
Contrary to Law, 
Letters soliciting eampaign contribu- 
tions have been sent by the Republican 
State Committee to practically all of the 
civil service employes in the St. I. 
Postoffice. The first letter was sent 

the latter part ot September, and about 
two weeks later a second letter was 
sent to those who. did not respond to 
the first. 

The letters appear to have been sent 
with the intention of evading the éivil 
service act, which throws so many safe- 
guards around employes that Soliciting 
campaign contributions from them has 
to be done in an extremely. cautious 
manner. The practice is generally con- 
demned by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and high Government officiaits. 

The Civil Service act absolutely pro- 
hibits any Senator, Representatitve. of fi- 
cer or employe of either house of Con- 
gress, or any one either directly or in- 
directly employed in any branch of the 
Government, from soliciting or receiy- 


-ing any campaign contribution from any 


Civil Service employe. The penalty for 
violation af the law is a fine not ex- 
ceding $5000 and not over three years in 
the Penitentiary, or both fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Must Not Be Sent to Officers. 


This law applies only to persons hold- 
ing official positions with the Govern- 
ment, and does not reach political com- 
mittees that do the precise thing the 
law prohibits Federal employes from do- 
ing. It has been held that letters sent

Civil Service employes, knowing that 
they are so amply protected by the law, 
are said to have ignored the request. 
At the office of Amedee B. Cole, treas- 
urer of the Republican State .Commit- 
tee, it was stated by an assistant that 
the contributions from postoffice clerks 
and employes were exceedingly small. 


No Federal Officeholders. 


The Civil Service law has been con- 
Strued by the Attorney-General of the 
United States so that it virtually prohib- 
its the sending of circular letters solictt- 
ing campaign contributions by a_polit- 
cal committee upon which or attacnel 
to which appear the names of any Fed- 
eral employes. The names of Thomas 
K. Niedringhaus; chairman; John H. 
Bothwell, vice-chairman; W. 8S. Dickey, 
chairman cl the Executive Committee; 
Joseph McCoy, secretary, and Amedee 
P. Cole, treasurer, of the Republican 
State Committee, appear on the letter 
head, but none of these men is now 
nolding a Federal position. 

The Civil Service act expressly pro- 
vides that ‘‘no person in the public sery- 
ice Is for that reason under any obliga- 
tions to contribute to any political fund, 
or to render any political service, .and 
he will not be removed or otherwise pre- 
judiced for refusing to do so.” 

“[T have not heard that these letters 
asking for campaign contributions had 
’” said Postmas- 
ter Frank . Wyman. “I object to 
the practice of soliciting Civil Service 
employes for money for political pur- 
poses. If, as a citizen, the cierKs want 
to contribute to the campaign tux»d of 
any party; that is their business, but, 
as I understand the Civil Service rules, 
it is a violation of their spirit, if not 
their letter, to ask employes in any de- 
partment of the service to. give money 
to a. campaign fund. 

“Tf these letters have been sent to 
my clerks it has been without my 
knowledge or consent. I certainly. do 
not approve of the practice.” 


Woman Clerks Got Them. 


The first letter sent to the Posfoftice 
employes was signed by Thomas K.

Would Make a World 
Monopoly Easy, 


IS RAISED BY HAND 





Hot Season Gives Best Resuits, 
but the Market Scale 
Is Wide. 





MISHAWAKA, Ind., Oct. 20.—The In- 
diana peppermint crop, which is just 
from the Indiana stills, wil] exceed 
$100,000 in value this yeaz;, according toe 
the reports gathered here by those in- 
terested in growing the plant and dis- 
tilling the oi]. -It represents about 50,- 
000 pounds, one-fifth of the national pro- 








duction of oil—as peppermint is counted 
only after it passes from the plant into 
the oil. 

The rest of the crop—or at least the 
main part of it—is raised in the lower 
tier of Michigan counties and in Wayne 
County, New York. The development 
of the industry in Indiana is compara- 
tively recent. This 260,000 pounds of oll 
is almost the world’s supply. Some of 
the cheaper grade comes from Japan, 
but this limited area in America stands 
without a rival for furnishing the high- 
class flavoring for candy, chewing gum 
or for medical purposes. 

The narrow confines of the peppermint 
industry and the fact that most of the 
stills are owned by the growers, made 
it comparatively easy for James A. 
Everitt of Indianapolis to organize the 
peppermint growers into a protective 
society and to plan a demand upon the 
Federal Government for regulations that 
would give an equity to the market. 
The fact that the Attorney-General is 
reported to have an eye upon the move- 
ments of these men who, he fears, may 
have an idea of improving their business 
standing by misuse of their monopoly, 
has added some interest to the little 
known industry. It is said that Mr. 
Everitt proposes that the worth of pep- 
permint oil be fixed at $2.75 per pound. 

It is a fact that most of this Amer- 
ican grown oil is shipped abroad and 
later comes back into the trade bearing 
foreign iabels and is bought at a profit 
for the transportation lines all 
handlers. 

How the Crop Is Harvested. 
shawak”’ is the peppermint capli- 
tal of the Indiana industry and when 
the almost one thousand acres of pep- 
ermint fields that lie in what might 
® called the Mishawaka district are 
in harvest, and when the distilling 
plants are running, the air is filled mith 
whe aroma of the mint. When the crop 
is ready, the mower is driven out of 
the timothy or clover meadow into the 
eppermint field and there the crop is 
elied with a_ three-and-a-half-foot 
swath, and . raked up like clover, ex- 
cept that it is given no time to “cure,” 


into windrow 

Into the fragrant fields come the hay 
wagons, and on them the mint is loaded 
by men who sweat as profusely under 
thelr bending pitchforks as they do un- 
der the ry forks and same loads in 
the hay field 

But the mint does not go up into the 
barn 1 It is hauled tothe distilla- 
tion plants and is dumped in ton lots 
into great wooden casks. In these it is 
tramped and the covers are iet down 
and screwed on tightly, and a steam 
vent in the bottom of the great cask 
or Gistilling vat is opened. 

The steam pressing up through the 
mint causes the oil in the leaves to 
liquify and join the steam, and this oil- 
steam passes out through the top and 
through pipes is run into the condens- 
ing pipes, over which coool water is kept 

running.

Twelve Pounds to the Ton. 


The temperature of these pipes is so 
low that the steam — tates and 
finally, after running the long course 
of the pipes, the water and oil comes 
out into separating tanks. Here the 
oll floats and the water under its own 
pressure is discharged. The ton of 
mint ia left for an hour in the dis- 
tilling tanks and produces, ordinarily, 
from 10 to 12 pounds of oll, though in 
seasons when the oll values are heavy y 
it will run above this.

Jerry Woodward, who lives in Misha- 
waka, is known ovér Northern Indiana 
the “Indiana Peppermint King.” 
With his brothers, Walter and William, 
he has about 320 acres In mint, and this 
yeur the Woodward crop ran more than 
4000 pounds. 

The Woodwards are the iargest grow- 
ers in indlana and the second largest 
in this country and possibly in the 
world, as the Japanese, who supply the 
inferior of], are said, individually, to be 
small ee. The greatest grower is 
A. M. Todd of Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
generally has 600 to 8 acres in mint. 

There are a number of Indiana grow: 
ere who raise from 100 to 150 acres ol! 
mint a year. Bach of these has his own 
distilling plant and distills the crops of 
the smaller growers.

Though a total production of a quar- 
ter of a million pounds does not not fig- 
ure into much bulk, the possibilities of 
this amount of peppermint oil are better 
—— ped by the simple statement that 
ore ounce of peppermint oil wi ill! flavor 
a barrel of sugar and a barrel of sugar 
Will make a great deal of candy and 
chewing-gum filler. 

One of the greatest markets open to 
the growers is that of supplying: the 
chewing-gum factories, of which there 
are over 6000 listed in this country.

Mail-order catalogues and mail-order 
papers come in the mail, and a postal card carried 
back by the rural carrier orders what the farmer 
or his wife or son or daughter wants, and in a few 
days it is delivered, and much time and several 
dusty drives to the village have ‘been saved.

If a country woman and her daughters desire to 
do some shopping, and there is an electric interurban 
line close by, they take the interurban, and for a 
very few: cents—much less than fare on the steam 
railways, which are usually uncertain and always 
very dirty—they can go to the largest town within 
an hour’s ride, buy in the larger stores about the 
same materials for sale in a city store,’ and in 
another hour. be at home again.

Speaker Cannon met his nephew’s wife not long 
ago on Long Isiand. where she was summering 
and laughingly referred to the phenomenal good 
fortune he has enjoyed since he received the 
cle. er. 

“Well, Margery,” he said with a twinkle ‘in 
his eye, “if I ever reach the presidential chair, 
it will be you and your four leaved clover that’ 
put me there.” 

The spot where the clover leaf was found is 
just behind the administration building and un- 
der the lea of the masonry which supports Jef- 
ferson Barracks’ only relic of the Spanish War, 
a gun captured at Santiago de Cuba and brought 
here by the Fourth Cavalry.

Behind the story of the payment of the St. Louis 
attorneys’ fees lies a story of Indian treatment 
which is interesting, to say the least.

The first treaty that he 
wilfully violated was made here in St. Louis 100 
years ago, when William Henry Harrison induced 
a dozen half-drunk chiefs of the Sac and Fox tribes 
to sign a paper relinquishing all rights to all lands 
east of the Mississippi River. In return they were 
given a few beads, red blankets and more whisky. 
In this treaty Uncle Sam agreed not to erect army 
forts west of the Mississippi without permission 
from the Indians. Inside of a year, howeVer, he had 
sent Lieut. Zebulon M. Pike up the river to select a 
fort side on the west bank and inside of a half 
dozen years a strong, heavily-garrisoned fortress had 
been built.

but the two drug stores and the three general stores 
must give way to the stores in the larger towns, 
and after a while there will be only one drug store 
and probably just one ‘general store. | 

And while the small town is becoming smaller 
and less important, the larger town is becoming a 
little larger. The industries of the larger town are 
increasing, the old buildings are being replaced by 
brick and stone structures, the “town hall” is sup- 
planted by a “city hall,” and the county seat in- 
fluence is usually strong enough to vote improve- 
ments for the old-fashioned courthouse. 

Besides, the merchants are progressive. They agi- 
tate better roads, whip up campaigns for paved 
streets and encourage the fight between interurban 
electric roads and steam roads for business. This 
fighting between the steam and electric roads re- 
duces the fare, at least until the steam railroad 
“gobbles up” the electric line and places the fare 
back at a higher rate. 

The electric lines are placing the larger towns 
in position, by reason of largér patronage and 
growing trade, to compete successfully with the 
low prices of the mail-order houses of the great 
cities. " 

Another thing. The interurban lines are making 
the people of smaller towns satisfied with the large 
towns. The excursions given in the large towns 
keep the people from making long and tiresome 
exeursions to The county seat or the 
larger town is holding ita own and growing in spite 
of the ci‘ies, but the development is at the expense 
of the village store and the cross-roads atore.

The steam railroads came along many years ago 
in the Southwest and wiped out thousands of cross- 
But thousands were left until re- 
Then they began to die rapidly.

Principal among the coming plays based on re- 
ligious or Biblical scenes is “The Prince of India,” 
a dramatization by Joseph I. C. Clarke of another 
hook by Gen. Wallace, author of “Ben Hur.” “The 
Prince of India” is based on the attack of Mo- 
hammed the Conqueror on Constantinople, which 
was defended by the Christian monarch, Constan- 
tine. The staging of “The Prince of India” is 
scarcely less gorgeous and the dramatic effect lit- 
tle short of that of “Ben Hur.” 

Marie Corelli has dramatized her book, “Bar- 
rabas,” a story of the period of the life of 
(hrist. Tyrone Power will appear in the title 
role, that of Barrabas, the thief. Power’s effect- 
iveness as Judas in Mrs. Fiske’s “Mary of Mag 
dala,” another play founded on a Biblical epi- 
sode, will add to the interest in his present part. 

“Mizpah,” the story of Queen Esther, the Jew- 
ish bride of the King of Persia, who used her 
power to such great advantage for the oppressed 
of her race, is a third in the list. 

“The Shepherd King,” a dramatized story of 
King David, has already attained a place in pub- 
lie interest and will continue to be put forward. 
Wright Lorimer has the principal part. 

“Pilgrim’s Progress” has at last been dramatized 
and Henrietta Crossman is to have the part of 
Christian. An attempt will be made to equal in 
this production the scenic effects of “Ben Hur.” 

“The Light Efernal,” a picture of the conflicts 
between the Christians and the Romans in the 
time of Diocletian, adds to the list, and another 
title, which carries its own description, is “John 
the’ Baptist,” announced by the Shuberts for 
some date in the near future, with FE. H. Soth- 
ern and Julia Marlowe. “Salome,” of the same 
period, is announced as coming this way after hav- 
ing had an immense success abroad. 

Another religious drama from abroad, which was 
so successful that it may be expected to appear 
here, has for its subject that wonderful career of 
Saul of Tarsus and his conversion to Christianity 
and final martyr’s death as the Apostle Paul.
